New York, Dec. 3— Major Gen. 
Philip B. Fleming, of the corps of 
engineers, as administrator of the 
Federal 
Works 
Administration, 
naturally has collided with some of 
the dirty rackets imposed on build- 
ers, renters and buyers of living 
quarters in most of our cities and 
towns, by manufacturers of such 
materials as plumbing and elec- 
trical equipment, wallpaper, hard- 
ware and sashes and doors. 
A 
crooked and predatory 
combina- 


tion was contrived years ago by 
which many of them joined their 
own regional 
dealers, 
plumbing 


and electrical contractors, parasit- 
ic unioneers and state and local of- 
ficials and legislators lo rob the 
people in many ways. They robbed 
them as renters and 
buyers 
of 


homes and -again as tax payers 
by exhorbitant. arbitrary 
mark- 
ups in prices of material, by col- 
lusive bidding controlled by 
mo- 


nopolies and by absurdly wasteful 
requirements in both public and 
privale construction. 


These facts should touch off the 


fury of every American because 
the racket wrings 
tribute 
from 
most of our housing. The people 
to beat over the head are city and 
town councilmen and the legisla- 
tors because these bodies 
under 
pressure by lobbyists for the racke- 
teers and, probably, in many cases 
for bribes, adopted 
the 
building 
codes and the local licensing ordi- 
nances which legalized the rob- 
beries and protect the thieves. 


General Fleming has been fight- 


ing some of 
the 
building 
cods 


without much success. But if peo- 
ple who are now doubling up and 
paying outrageous rents in little 
apartments would get mad enough 
at the right people they could get 
results. The racketeers have been 
alerted, as the Pearl Harbor jar- 
gon has it, to bend their blackjacks 
over your head the 
minute 
the 


present rush of commercial con- 
struction ends and the construc- 
tion workers, no longer able 
to 
grab the fat overtime now being 
paid out of excess profits by corp- 
orations, 
become 
available 
for 
straight time, 40 hour jobs on pri- 
vate housing. 


About 18 months ago 
General 
Fleming made a speech to a con- 
ference of building officials in Bos- 
ton about the building codes and 
the looting, although he didn't use 
that word, which these codes make 
possible and the tribute which they 
make compulsory. 


"This would be a good time," he 
said, "19 reexamine our state and 
local building codes to see whether 
they still rest upon a logical basis 
or merely reflect 
accretions 
of 
rules and regulations imposed 
at 


the instance of various 
pressure 
groups." 


That is bureaucratic language. It 
means that the crooks shoved these 
things through so that they could 
feast like cannibals on their fellow 
citizens. 


"Our experience in FWA," 
he 
said, "is that existing codes range 
from the unbelievably lax to the 
almost prohibitively rigid. I know 
of one state with a plumbing code 
that needlessly added 
$70,000 
to 


the cost of every $400,000 school 
nouse by its requirements as to the 
large number of toilets that must 
ae provided. Surveys have shown 
that all these toilets could not pos- 
sibly be in use at one time, but 
:here they stand in rows of glisten- 
ing white." 


Tackling the same rackets again, 
General Fleming wrote a piece for 
publication, again in the bureau- 
cratic lingo which cuts the throat 
of an idea so that it can't make 
itself heard. He 
said 
the 
local 
building code, ostensibly 
framed 


to protect life, health and 
prop- 
erty, "has been used in all too 
many instances to accomplish ex- 
traneous purposes." 


"Extraneous purposes," 
began. 
They had been used to 
permit 


thieves to rob the people. That 
was the extraneous purpose and 
that has been the effect and so it 
win be again when the kid from 
Guadalcanal or Anzio goes to rent 
an apartment or house or build a 
little bowci; for himself. 
These 
crooks will cut his heart out 


"In many cases," Phil said, "it 
has been framed to make jobs for 
one group of building craftsmen at 
the expense of some other group, 
to increase the use of certain types 
of material at the expense of man- 
ufacturers of other types 
which 
may be equally good or even su- 
perior. These codes, for good 
or 


ill, are going to have a very con- 
siderable bearing on the future of 
the construction industry. The na- 
tion looks to a large volume 
of 


building activity to help stabilize 
employment and to lead us back to 
peace and plenty. We are going to 
need new codes that encourage the 
enterpriser 
and 
potential 
home 
builder." 


Maybe you don't know that the 
crooks in the combinations, 
who 


manufacture plumbing, for exam- 
ple, won't sell you a sink or 
a 


gooseneck for the house you are 
huilding. None, old soldier, 
you 
have to go to their "dealer" and 
he will belt you just 20 percent 
inore than they charged him even 
lhou£!h he is not carrying the arti- 
cle in stock and it is delivered di- 
rect to you from the manufacturer. 
The wallpaper thief won't sell to 
you direct either. You have to get 
a "card" from a paperhanger on 
their list to buy it from them at all. 
And when you have bought it they 
send nim 20 percent of your money 
for nothing. They shake you down 
for a fellow member of the gang. 
The same goes with some kinds of 
hardware. And the odds are that if 
you are fixing to do your 
own 


plumbing or wiring or paperhang- 
ing the local contractor with a ter- 
ritorial concession to rob you of 20

Is Sprinkling or Pouring Baptism? 


,_The Bible provides the only 
et^yijije pattern after which any 
religious item may be fashioned. 
>It"is,'the only true rule or meas^ 
Tfre by which to test the validity 
pf any doctrine or practice. Any 
doctrine or practice that cannot 
Be measured by the teachings of 
(he Bible cannot claim for itself 
Scriptural authority. 


When any act is demonstrated 
in the Scriptures, then in that 
Go.d is exemplifying to us the 
fnethod he orders. 
Springling 


'fold 
pouring for baptism 
are 
common practices, though not a 
single case in the Bible suggests 
.that such was then practiced. 
Let us examine the Bible ex- 
amples, and by them test the 
validity of sprinkling and pour- 
ing. 
' In Bible times much water 
was used in baptizing. 
"And 
John was baptizing in Aenon 
near Salim, because there was 
much water there." (John 3:23> 
Sprinkling and ppuring do not 
require "much water." In apos- 
tolfc Jime the candidate for bap- 
tisiji'went to the water. "Then 
wepj out to him Jerusalem, and 
all Judea, and all the region 
round about Jordan, and were 
baptized of him in Jordan, con- 
fessing their sins." (Matt. 3:5-6) 
3fm sprinkling or pouring w^ter 
is brought to the candidate. In 
Bible times toe subject went 
down into the water. "And he 


commanded the chariot to stand 
still: and they went down both 
into the water, both Philip and 
the eunuch; and he baptized 
him." 
(Acts 8:38) Sprinkling 
does not require the preacher 
and subject to go down inlo lhe 
waler. Jesus "went up straight- 
way out of the water." (Matt. 
3:16) 
Such is not involved in 
sprinkling. 
Bible 
baptism 
portrays 
a 


burial, 
the 
subject 
being 
"buried" in Iho watery grave. 
"Buried 
with 
him 
in bap- 
tism—." (Col. 2:12) Sprinkling 
does not require this. Baptism 
also involves a "resurrection" 
from the watery grave. (Rom. 
6:4) 
Sprinkling requires no "res- 
urrection." In Bible times the 
administrator handled the sub- 
ject. 
"Go ye therefore, and 
teach 
all 
nations, 
baptizing 
them." (Matt. 28:19) 
Where 


sprinkling is performed the ad- 
ministrator handles the element 
and not the subject. 
Novatian, in thc third centurv.

worms. Studies of muscles of per- 
sons dying of all causes revealed 
that 10 per cent had had trichi- 
nosis in the past; in none was it 
a cause of death, only of past 
illness.

The prompt seizure and exploita- 
tion of the crossing demonstrated 
American initiative 
and adapta- 
bility nt its best, from the daring 
action of the platoon leader to the 
Army commander who quickly re- 
directed all his moving columns 
"? rr a dem°nstration of brilliant 
staff management. He established 
powerful elements across the river

,_The Bible provides the only 
et^yijije pattern after which any 
religious item may be fashioned. 
>It"is,'the only true rule or meas^ 
Tfre by which to test the validity 
pf any doctrine or practice. Any 
doctrine or practice that cannot 
Be measured by the teachings of 
(he Bible cannot claim for itself 
Scriptural authority. 


When any act is demonstrated 
in the Scriptures, then in that 
Go.d is exemplifying to us the 
fnethod he orders. 
Springling 


'fold 
pouring for baptism 
are 
common practices, though not a 
single case in the Bible suggests 
.that such was then practiced. 
Let us examine the Bible ex- 
amples, and by them test the 
validity of sprinkling and pour- 
ing. 
' In Bible times much water 
was used in baptizing. 
"And 
John was baptizing in Aenon 
near Salim, because there was 
much water there." (John 3:23> 
Sprinkling and ppuring do not 
require "much water." In apos- 
tolfc Jime the candidate for bap- 
tisiji'went to the water. "Then 
wepj out to him Jerusalem, and 
all Judea, and all the region 
round about Jordan, and were 
baptized of him in Jordan, con- 
fessing their sins." (Matt. 3:5-6) 
3fm sprinkling or pouring w^ter 
is brought to the candidate. In 
Bible times toe subject went 
down into the water. "And he 


commanded the chariot to stand 
still: and they went down both 
into the water, both Philip and 
the eunuch; and he baptized 
him." 
(Acts 8:38) Sprinkling 
does not require the preacher 
and subject to go down inlo lhe 
waler. Jesus "went up straight- 
way out of the water." (Matt. 
3:16) 
Such is not involved in 
sprinkling. 
Bible 
baptism 
portrays 
a 


burial, 
the 
subject 
being 
"buried" in Iho watery grave. 
"Buried 
with 
him 
in bap- 
tism—." (Col. 2:12) Sprinkling 
does not require this. Baptism 
also involves a "resurrection" 
from the watery grave. (Rom. 
6:4) 
Sprinkling requires no "res- 
urrection." In Bible times the 
administrator handled the sub- 
ject. 
"Go ye therefore, and

all 
nations, 
baptizing 
them." (Matt. 28:19)

sprinkling is performed the ad- 
ministrator handles the element 
and not the subject. 
Novatian, in thc third centurv.

Diagnosis of trichinosis can be 
made by removing a piece of the 
painful muscle and finding

worms. Studies of muscles of per- 
sons dying of all causes revealed 
that 10 per cent had had trichi- 
nosis in the past; in none was it 
a cause of death, only of past 
illness.

artillery preparation. Initially, the 
Canadian advance was rapid, bu 
flooded terrain delayed the star 
of the Ninth Army attack, per 
milting the enemy to concenlrate 
against the Canadians. 


In preparation for 
the Ninth 


Army offensive, the Tactical and 
Strategic Air Force.s flew almost 
10,000 sorties on 22 February, cov- 
ering rail and transportation tar- 
gels throughout 
tho length and 
breadlh of Germany. These blows 
from British, French, and Italian 
bases were designed to paralyze 
the German rail system and iso- 
late the Western Front. The next 
day the Ninth Army attack wus 
launched and, although (here was 
some delay in establishing bridge- 
heads over the flooded Roer, the

Advancing 
on the rijjht of the 


Ninth Army, fhe First Army cap- 
tured the ruins of Cologne on 7 
March against sloul resistance On 
the same day elements of its 9th 
Armored Division, probing to the- 
Rhine further 
south, found the 


Ludendorff Bridge at Remagen in- 
tact and immediately crossed to 
the east bank, developing "a small 
bridgehead. Such a windfall had 
been hoped for but not expected. 
The prompt seizure and exploita- 
tion of the crossing demonstrated 
American initiative 
and adapta- 
bility nt its best, from the daring 
action of the platoon leader to the 
Army commander who quickly re- 
directed all his moving columns 
"? rr a dem°nstration of brilliant 
staff management. He established 
powerful elements across the river 
immediately in accordance 
with 
direct orders from General Eisen- 
hower. The bridgehead 
provided 
a serious threat to thc heart of 
Germany, a diversion of incalcula- 
ble value both to lhe main effort 
in the Ruhr and to the reduclion 
of lhe Saar-Palalinale. It became 
a springboard for the final offen- 
sive to come. 


In 
the meantime, thc Third 
Army was forcing its way through 
the rugged Eifel hills. By 7 Marc ' 
constant pressure had crushed the 
German iront north of thc Mo- 
selle.

my forces drove east from Trier, 
and thc Seventh Army attacked 
northward 
between Suarbrucken 
and 
the Rhine. Despite dense 
mine fields and lhe formidable 
Siegfried Line fortifications, 
the 
Seventh gained steadily, pinning 
down 
strong enemy formations 
and leaving lhe Third Army lanks 
free lo cut to pieces the rear of 
Iho German position. On 16 March 
a spearhead of the 4th Armored 
Division broke through for a gain 
of 32 miles and seized two bridges 
across the Nahe River south of 
Bad Kreuznach. From this point 
on, resistance south of lhe Moselle 
crumbled. Armored divisions of 
thc Third and Sevenlh Armies en- 
veloped the Saar, and lhe Rhine 
cities ol Worms and Mainz fell lo 
our swift columns.

Mainz late on 22 March with de- 
cidedly

'Full Employment' 
Hardly Recognizable After 
Congress Goes to Work on It

Washington, Dec. (i—(/Pj—The so- 


called "full employment" plan got 
hit by a truck in Congress. It's a 
long way from being a 
full 
em- 


ployment plan now. 


President Roosevelt was for the 


plan 
in 
principle 
when Senator 


Murray (D-Mont) offered it in the 
Senate 11 months ago. President 
Truman endorsed it, too. 


Rep. 
Patman 
(D-Tex), shortly 


after the Murray bill went into the 
kcnate, 
introduced 
an 
identical 
measure in the House. Each 
de- 
clared: 


"All Americans able to work and 


seeking work have the right to use- 
ful, remunerative, regular and full- 
time employment and it is the pol- 
icy of the United States to assure 
the existence at all times of suffi- 
cient employment opportunilies to 
enable 
all Americans who have 


finished school and 
who 
do 
not 
exercise this right." 


There it was. It said people want- 


ed jobs had a "right" to jobs. And 
it said the government would "as- 
sure" full employment. 


This made a lot of people happy. 


They looked upon it as 
a direct 


statement by the government that 
it would make 
sure 
people 
had 
work. 


It made a lot of people sick, too, 


inside and outside Congress. They 
looked upon this kind of proposal 
as a government promise to set up 
a perpetual WPA. 


This bill dragged 
through long 


months in the Senate and 
finally 


was passed. But it was a watered 
down version of the bill Senator 
Murray introduced. 


It had this change right at the 
beginning: 


"All Americans able to work and 


seeking work are entitled to an op- 
portunity 
for 
useful, 
remunera- 


tive, regular and fulltime employ- 
ment, including self-employment in 


agriculture, commerce, industry or 
the professions." 


Gone was the phrase: "right" to 


full employment. Now the bill said 
people were "entitled" to an op- 
portunity for fulltime employment. 


But elsewhere in the bill it said 


the government had the "responsi- 
bility" to "assure" full employ- 
ment. This wasn't as strong medi- 
cine as the Murray bill. But it was 
still too strong for the House Ex- 
penditures Committee. 


The House committee held hear- 


ings on the bill and this week ap- 
proved a version far less fulsome 
than the Senate-approved measure. 
Now the whole House has to vote 
on the measure, when and if it 
gets before the house. 


Even though the watered version 


which came out of the Senate 
called the measure a "full employ- 
ment act", the House 
committee 


toned this down and called its bill 
the "employment-production act." 
There's nothing in the House bill 


about full employment. It speaks 
of a "high level" of employment. 
Which 
means: 
The 
government 


wouldn't promise jobs to everyone 
nor say it was obligated to 
find 
jobs for everyone. 


So there's nothing in the House 


version about anyone's "right" to 
a job or about the government "as- 
suring" anyone of a job. 


In general the bill passed by the 


Senate and the one pending the 
House would do this: Provide fed- 
eral jobs as -a last resort to pre- 
vent wide unemployments. 
This 


could be done through a program 
of public works. 


If the House passes its version, 


then House and Senate will have to 
get together to try to make their 
two bills jibe. 


But the House probably won't do 


anything till next year so the final 
answer is still a good way off.
